HAVE SOME CLUES. 


St. Louis Police at Work on the Forest 
Lawn Robbery. 


A conference lasting for several hours Atay 
held this morning in Chief Harrigan’s om 
There were present besides — 
Harrigan and Desmond, Detective Kinney of 
East St. Louis, Supt. Calhoun of the Adams 
Express and Manager Ayer of the Southern 
Express, Messefiger Bransford and Brakeman 
O' Meara. It was held to discuss the at- 
tempted train robbery at Forest Lawn, III., 
Seturday night. The conference lasted from 
10 o'clock until afternoon. The first witness 
examined was Messenger Bransford. 

His statement was as follows: Just as 
we crossed the trestie this side of Forest 
Lawn I heard a shot fired and remembering 
previous hold-ups thoughtatonce that we 
were to be held up. The train, which was 
going very slow at thetime, stopped and I 
wanted to seewhat was going to happenf 
In a minute or {so somebody said, Open the 
door.’ I didn’t make any response, and 
then the voice said, ‘Don’t; shoot the en- 
gineer and firemen are herer. I heard the 
engineer's voice, and then they said, ‘Open 
the door, or we will blow the thing open.’ 

**T opened the door and a little man poked 
a gun in my face, and, telling me to keep 
quiet, Jumped into the car. There were two 
men with him, and they came in. One of them 
ald, ‘Open that safe.’ I said ‘Icannot. It 
is the through safe, aud I do not 
know the combination.’ ‘Open the safe,’ 
Said another, throwing his gun on me, ‘or 
‘I'll blow your brains out. Itolad him that 
that would do no good, asIcoulan’t open it 
no Matter what they did. Then the little 
fellow who acted as leader said: ‘Well, open 
your local safe,’ and I went over and opened 

> He pulled out all the packages, 
and finding no money made another 
demand upon meto open the through safe 
and threatened to kill me, I told him that it 
was useless. I'd do all I could, but I could 
not open the safe. They then left the car.’’ 

The messenger’s statement was full ot de- 
tall as to how the men stoodin the car and 
the appearance of them. All he saw was 
three men, although a shot fired while they 
were in the car warned him there was at 
least another on the outside. When the train 
was stopped, the engine and.baggage and ex- 
press car on the ground, the rest of the train 
was still on the trestie, and none of the pas- 
sengers could leave the car. 

BRAKEMAN O*°MEARA’S STORY. 

Wm. O'Meara, the brakeman on the train, 
then made the following statement: About

To Repeal Certain Laws Relating 


to Appropriations.

Its Chief Object to Save Money to the 
Treasury, 


WILL RESULT IN CLOSER SCRUTINY OF 
VARIOUS ITEMS. 


Under the Present Measures There Is Too 
Much Chance for Looting the Govern- 
ment Vaults of Numerous Small Sums. 
Which Aggregate Millions—The Ohief 
Objection to the Change Proposed by 
Wr. Sayers’ Bill—Chinese Registration 
—Washington Affairs. 


WasuHiIneGctTon, D. C., Dec. .- A subject 
which will receive some consideration at the 
hands of the Committee on Appropriations 
of the House at this session of Congress is 
embodied in the bill introduced by Repre- 
sentative Sayers, its Chairman, entitled “A 
bill to repeal certain laws regarding to per- 
manent and indefinite appropriations.’’ 

Bills having this object in view have ap- 
peared perennially during the past ten years, 
but for various reasons they have falled of 
enactmept. The object of repealing these 
permanent appropriations and having Con- 
gress pass upon the matters covered by them 
each year is that it will conduce to a more 
thorough and careful examination of items 
ofappropriation than is obtainable under the 
present system, by which accounts are 
audited and passed upon by the accounting 
officers and where no opportunity is left for 
scrutiny by Congressional committees. 

At the same time objection is made against 
the changes proposed bythe bill because of 
the injustice that would result to claimants 
entitled to amounts paid them under the 
present system without recourse to specific 
congressional legislation. 

The bill now before the committee excludes 
from its provisions various laws therein 
specified, including the sinking fund and 
others, the appropriations under which 
amount to many millions of dollars, roughly 
estimated at about one-third of the total 
The total an- 
nual permanent appropriations for the fiscal 
year 1894 were $113, 444,680, and the estimates 
for 1895 are 8101, 074. 680. 

The committee has referred the bill to Sec- 
retary Carlisle for his views on the changes 
proposed by it, and the several accounting 
officers of the department will be asked to 
submit their opinions before any recommen- 
dation is made in the matter by the Secre- 
tary. 

Ten years ago Secretary Manning. in a 
communication to Congress on this subject, 
expressed the opinion that while the general 
features ofthe bill appeared to be such as 
ought to receive the sanction of the depart- 
ment, he was confronted with such a diver- 
sity of opinion on the part of the accounting 
officers regarding the enactment of the law 


in the form then presented, that he felt re- 
lectant to advance any views other than to 
say thatthe general proposition to substi- 
tute specific or annual appropriations for 
those of a permanent or indefinite natare 
met with his approval, 

The matter was brought to the attention of 
the department again in 1888 and its opinion 
requested on she changes proposed. It ap- 
pears, however, from the records, that no 
opinion was ex pressed at that time, Acting 
Secretary Thompson merely transmitting 
the reports of the several accounting officers 
on the billand a statement of expenditures 
called for. 

Again in 1890 the matter was referred to the 
Treasury Department and Secretary Windom 
wrote a letter in which he said an examina- 
tion of the law under which such appropria- 
tions were provided showed that a large por- 
tion of the indefinite appropriations snouwid 
stand without repeal on the principle of 
economy and dispatch in the work of the 
Government as now performed, as well as in 
equity to claimants to relieve them of the

TRAIN LOOTED. 


Another Hold-Up Takes Place in 
Indian wan 


The Amount Gotten by the Bandits Is 
Not Yet Known.

The Robbery Supposed to Have Deen 
Effected by a Remnant of the Starr 
Gang—Believed to Be the Same Men 
Who Recently Attempted a Robbery

COFFEYVILLE, Kan., Dec. 25.—South-bound 
passenger train No. 22 on the Iron Mountain 
Division of the Missouri Pacific, which left 
here at 6:30 last night, was held up and 
robbed at Seminole Station, five miles from 
here, in the Indian Territory. Semipole is a 
small station on the open prairie. A switch- 
lock had been Broken, and the train ran in on 
a siding. 


The bandits are supposed to be a remnant | 


of the starr gang and to have been led dy 
Jim Wooten, who led the raid on the Mound 


Valley Bank. 

Every passenger on the train from the 
emoker to the sleeper was robbed 
by tha leader while his com- 
rades on the outside kept up a 
fusiliade with their Winchesters. 
Quite a large amount of booty was secured, 
The train was held foraboutan houranda 
half. After completing thelr work the 
bandits mounted their horses and rode off 
and the train continued on its way to Fort 


Smith. 

A posse was organized and is in pursuit. 
It is probable that a fight will ensue if they 
catch up with the robbers. 7

press CO... when seen said that the package 
secured by the robbers irom the express car 
did not contain money.

POSSES IN PURSUIT.

Many people regard the hard times 
Christmas asa bane and burden, but if 
rightly used it may be made a veritable 
blessing, the best of all the Christmas sea- 
sons.

The 
consequences of public calamities are the 
opportunities of the season to those who 
take a proper view of it. It makes the 
conferring of happiness, and, therefore, 
‘geting of happiness, an easy matter. 
It enables people while lightening the 
cares of to contrast them with their 
own, and “this chance is full of the possi- 
bilities of contentment. It requires the 
highest exercise of benevolence in seeking 
to benefit those who need. Thus the 
greatest rewards may be obtained at the 
least cost. 

The value of the Santa Claus idea is 
found in the fact that every man, woman 
and child may become a Santa Claus and 
share that glow of satisfaction and that 
beneficent influence which flows from be- 
nevolence and the generous diffusion of 
good cheer. The circumstances of the 
times offer wide scope for the exercise of 
the highest type of charity. Those who 
enter into this spirit and utilize the day 
to best advantage not only revive the 
drooping courage of others but fortify 
themselves against a host of troubles.

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TEACHERS MASCULINE AND FEMININE. 

The problem of feminine teachers seems 
to be rather a woman problem than a 
teacher problem. A feminine teacher 
should, however, be judged wholly on her 
merits. Whenever she is the best teacher 
she should have the place and the pay that 
properly belong to such an educator. 
feminine problem, so far as the schools are 
concerned, should certainly not be put as 
the Afro-American clergyman put it: 
**Woman: 1. Whar did she come from? 
2. What did she come for? 8. Whar am 
she gwine to?“ Woman, when we come to 
the schools, must be considered simply as 
a teacher. 

In Massachusette there is a School- 
masters’ Club, and it sat down toa ban- 
quet in Boston recently, at which it dis- 
cussed the topic, ‘‘Should woman be en- 
couraged to teach in the city schools above 
the primary grade?’’ The first speaker, 
Rabbi Schindler, thought that after the 
success women have attained in teaching, 
the question should not be asked. It 
should rather be, Should women in great 
majorities be given the whole field of in- 
struction? It would be as wrong to em- 
ploy men exclusively as to thus employ 
women. Women were taken simply be- 
catee they teach for less money. A man 
looked upon a profession ag something 
upon which to support a family, but teach- 
ing could not be looked upon as such. 
Women could teach for less, because they 
looked upon teaching not as a profession, 
but as an incident. They were waiting for 
something to turn up, and that something

_ LIVING ON A VOLCANO. 

Our British cousins—whatever they may. 
privately think about it—always assume, 
for the benefit of a skeptical outside world, 
that the natives of India are so much in 
love with British rule, that every Britisher 
is an object of unmistakable and most de- 
monstrative affection. 

Now and then, however, some cousin 
less careful, or more truthful, than the 
rest lets suggestive facts slip out which do 
no not exactly harmonize with the loving 
and lovely theory. For instance, in a re- 
cent article in the Nineteenth Century, Mr. 
Spencer Wilkinson tells what he noticed 
in Peshawar, the city nearest the north- 
western frontier of British India: 

The eyes about you suggest that if there 
were no cantonment (permanent camp of 
English troops), no others to ask foran ac- 
count of you, your throat would be cout and 
your corpse thrown away, and the people in 
the street wouid look on without moving. I 
have seen the same expressions and had the 
same feelings resulting from it in Multan and 
Lucknow. I also have observed the same 
expression on the faces of the Bengalis in 
Calcutta. 


It certainly means something when an 
intelligent English traveler sees, at widely 
separated centers of population in India, a 
look in the faces of the natives which says 
as plainly as a look can say: It it were 
not for the soldiers at your back you 
would be killed in a minute and your 
carcass thrown to the dogs. 

The meaning is, of course, that British 
rule in India, however beneficent, 
is purely a rule of the bayonet, 
and that the rulers are hated 
with a deadly and inextinguishable 
hatred. The rulers and the ruled are no 
nearer together in feeling than they were 
100 years ago, and 100 years hence, if the 
English yoke lasts so long, it will be the 
seme. England, whatever she may say to 
the contrary, understands the situation per- 
fectly, and, since the great rebellion of 
1857, has always been prepared for the 
most desperate emergency. Still it cannot 
be particularly pleasant to know that one 
is living overa volcano which may flame 
forth in eruption any day.

LANDLORDS AND TENANTS 


The following appeal calls for some com- 
ment, because it isa fair sample of many 
sent to us by workers out of employment: 

Ihave for years deen a constant reader of 
your manly, charitable paper. You have 
been always and at all times speaking for 
the poor and needy, and especially in the 
hard times that try workmen’s souls. I 
would suggest that you raise your philan- 
thropic voice to landlords who have houses 
occupied by workmen who are out of em- 
ployment and have families to keep. We 
have heard from all charitably inclined, but 
not one kind act from a landlord. When 
your rent is due you must get it by all means, 
though you have to sell some of your house- 
hold goods. WORKMAN. 

We can no more ask a landlord to let the 


unemployed have his house rent free 
during these hard times than we can ask 
the merchant to clothe them or the 
butcher, baker and grocer to supply them 
with the necessaries of life free of charge. 
It is probable that a majority of the cheap 
dwellings let to tenants in St. Louis are 
owned by people whose small revenue 
from rent barely enables them to eke out 
with the earnings of their labor a poor 
support for their own families. 

All we can ask is that each citizen, 
whether landlord or tenant, rich or poor, 
shall do his share towards the relief of the 
needy, and especially of the unemployed 
who have always worked and sapported 
their own families when they could get 
work. What is his share of this relief 
work each man must decide for himself, 
and though many people may not be 
aware of the truth, it is the truth that the 
small pittances which the multitude of 
poor people contribute to help oneanother, 
in times like these, amount to more in the 
aggregate than the large contributions of 
the rich, who, no matter how liberal and 
benevolent, are few in number. 

As a class the landlordsof St. Louis, 
large or small, are as liberal and bene vo- 
lent as the generality of their fellow-citi- 
zens. Where they personally know a tenant 
to be a man of good moral character and 
habits who pays his way when he can earn 
wages, it is a very common thing for them 
to let him keep a house and wait months 
or their rent when he is thrown out of 
employment. We have no doubt they are 
doing this in many cases now, and would 
do it in many more on proper assurance as 
to the character of the tenants asking 
such indulgence.

HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS. 

One may gainan idea of the height of the 
buildings, the hugeness of the sculptural 
figures, and the size of the flamboyant 
torches which seemed like canoles from the 
ground, by the picture taken from the roof 
of the Administration Butlding under the 


dome. 

It there was one pastime more delightful 
than another at the Fair it was to glide in a 
nolselese electric launch or gondola through 
the placid lagoons at night, when a thousand 
lights were reflected in the water and the 
airy white bulldings shone dimly through 
the gloom like castles ina dream.

„»The waste is shipped to the refiners, 
where the nitrate in the paper is separated 
from it by chemical process, and prepared 
for market again. This re-refined nitrate is 
as good as it was originally, and is sold for 
just as much.
